THE  HAMBURG  A1TD  QOjgMUggN  APPLE  1  MARKETS,  ........ 

Supplies  of  American  apples  on  the  Hamburg  auction  Thursday,  March  19, 
were  .even  larger  than  last  wee1.:,  accorU.ig  bo  a  cable  from  .Fred -A.  Mot-z,  Fruit 
Specialist  in  Europe  for ■ the  'Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
In  spite  of  the  heavier  supplies,  prices  advanced  for  moat  varieties  in  good 
condition.    The  offerings  consisted  of  64,000  boxes,.  17,0.0.0  barrels  and  35,000 
baskets,  compared  with  103,000  boxes,  11,200  barrels  and .12,300  baskets  last 
week,  and  53,000  boxes  and  230  barrels  at  this  time  last  year.    The- large  sup- 
plies of  apples  in  baskets  and  their  somewhat  unsatisfactory  condition  resulted 
in  lower  prices  for  baskets.     Good  stock  in  baskets  made  satisfactory  prices, 
however.    Boxes  and  barrels  sold  at  higher  prices  than  last  week,  but  the  aver- 
age price  for  the  latter  was  lower  dun  to  some  lots  which  were  unsound  and  had 
to  be  sold  at  low  prices.

175  size  made  $2.62  to  $2.74  per  box.     Inquiry  was  strong  for  Winesaps.  Extra 
Fancy  Oregon  Newt owns,  150/175,  made  about  $2.86  compared  with  $2.80  to  $2.92 
last  week  and  Fancy,  150/175,  sold  at  $2.49  to  $2.52  against  $2.55  to  $2.68 
last  week.    Newtowns  moved  rather  slowly  at  these  prices.    The'  Copenhagen 
prices  are  slightly  below  those  ruling  at  Liverpool-  and  Hamburg"  for  the'  same 
variet  ies .  .  .  .
